INDIES.

DEAL ON SINCE CIVIL WAR

Washington, July 25. It was of-

ficially announced at the White
House today that negotiations nrc
practically completed for the pur-

chase of tho Danish West Indies by

the United States from Denmnrk for
$25,000,000. The treaty closing the
transaction, which will probably b"
signed today, wns sent to the sen-

ate.
While the detnlls nre not given

out it is understood that the United
States will come Into the immediate
possession of the islands. Word
from Denmark says that the treaty
is practically certain of ratification
by the Danish parliament.

Tho negotiations, a continuation
of conversations carried on unsuc-
cessfully in 1901, and again In 1910,
were resumed several months ago.
It Is understood that Denmark, feel-

ing the pinch of war, desired to rid
herself of the island, not as a finan-

cial proposition, but to eliminate one
troublesome clement in maintaining
her neutrality. The United States
In 1910 signified a willingness to buy,
but the offer made by Denmark then
was withdrawn before any conclusion
was reached.

Lying near Porto Rico, the Islands
are said by naval officials to possess
excellent advantages as a naval base
and coaling station. In the archi-
pelago are the islands of St, Thomas,
St. Choix and St. John. The price
offered by the United States in 1901
was $4,000,000.

Early Treaty Failed.
The acquisition of the Islands by

the United States has been the sub- -

Ject of diplomatic negotiation sini
the Civil War. Secretary Seward
began negotiations for their acquisi- -

Hon In 1SG5, because of the naval
operations of the war had shown the
necessity of a base In the West In-

dies. A treaty was made and rati-
fied by Denmark, but the United
States Senate failed to act on it in
proper time and it lapsed. President
Wilson, in his volume on Congres-

sional Government, written about
18S3, referred to the incident as the
"treaty-marrin- g overpower of the
Senate."

Ineffectual efforts were made to
reopen the negotiations during Pres-
ident Grant's administration, and in
1902, soon after President Roose-
velt came into office, Secretary Hay
took up the subject, and Denmark
offered the Islands for $5,000,000.
The United States this time ratified
the treaty, but the Danish Senate de-

feated it. It was said at tho time in
diplomatic circles that German oppo-
sition influential ln the Danish Par-
liament was responsible for tho de-

feat of the plan. Later Judgment,
however, attributed the opposition to
Danish aristocrats. This opposition
is still said to oxist, and it Is said if
tho proposed treaty is ratified by
both Governments tho transfer will
bo submitted to tho people of the
Islands. In the first negotiation ln
18G5 they approved a change.

Political Appoint incuts.

Thrco changes within a few days
occurred this week. Warden A. J. G.
Wells was removed from the peniten-
tiary nt Frankfort and replaced by T.
Mack Phythlan, a personal attendant
of Governor Stanley during his cam-

paign and since.
John W. Mulllkin was deposed

from his position as head of the
Houses of Reform at Greendalo and
Ernest J. Howell, of Owcnsboro,
manager of Stanley's congressional
and gubernatorial campaigns In that
county, succeeded him

Eugeno Ray, of Loulsvlllo, was re-

placed as secretary of the state
board of prison commissioners by
Ed Shlnnick, of Sholbyvllle. Tho
rapid changes, following on tho
heels of tho administration prison
law passed by the 191 G legislature
lndicato that Governor Stanley Is

bent on using tho prison board and
Its power for political purpose,

Ernest J. Howell, who now Is
charged with tho reform of erring

.boys and girls at Greendalo, was a
deputy sheriff In Daviess county. Ho
has lived in Owcnsboro tor soma
tlmo. Several years ago ho started
there as a barber nnd later engaged

In the saloon buslncss.and wns In-

dicted In tho Daviess circuit court
for permitting gambling in n room
above the saloon. Tho Indictment
has been filed nwny.

Shortly after he was Indicted
Howell moved to West Louisville, a
vlllnge twenty miles we9t of Owcns-lor- o,

where he again engaged In the
Inrbcrlng buMncss nnd conducted u
roft drink stand. Howell Is said lo
be a man of little; education, but Is
ncM'rthcless charged with tho char-
acter formation of children.

Stanley endeavored to have How-

ell appointed postmaster of Owens-bor- p

two years ago, but the recom-
mendation was never sent to tho
president. It Is stated In Owcnsboro
thnt certified copies of the indict-
ment were mailed to the postmaster
general.

During the administration of War-
den Wells, it Is generally admitted,
the Frankfort penitentiary has made
great progress, but political debts
demanded Wells' head. Phythlan
was a deputy warden under a past
administration. During Stanley's
past campaign Phythlan traveled
about the state with him in tho cap-

acity of major domo, nnd was re-

warded after the election with a
position in the governor's ante-roo-

pending, the expiration of Warden
Wells' term. Louisville Post.

"Diplomatic correspondence
between the United States and Mexi-

co disclose that there never was any
Intention of sending them Into Mex-

ico."
Heavy reductions in army bill

items made Saturday were not con-

tinued today. A reaction of senti-
ment apparently hud set in. Sever-
al Senators urged that retrenchment
should not bo carried too far because
of the present favorable aspect of the
Mexican situation, and a proposal to
cut in half a $5,000,000 appropria-
tion for small arms drew protests
from Senators Suramins, Jones.Town-sen- d

and others.
"There can be no mistake in appro-

priating liberally for manufacture of
small arms," said Senator Jones.
"We read of improved conditions on
tho border, but notwithstanding this
an outbreak may occur any moment
that will make it necessary for us to
send more soldiers ln Mexico."

Tho Senate, however, by a vote of
25 to 23, agreed to cut tho appro-

priation to $2,500,000. Senator
Reed Insisted a majority did not
know what they were voting for and
gavo notice ho would ask for an-

other voto when the bill got out of
tho committee of tho whole.

ASK FOR RELEASES EACH

San Antonio, Tex., July 26. Ap-

plications for release from service of
National Guardsmen with persons
dependent upon them are pouring
into army headquarters at Fort Sam
Houston nt the rate of 1,500 a week,
it was announced today. Several
hundred already have been releas-
ed.

The vast majority of the applica-
tions do not come from the guards-
men themselves, but from wives,
mothers and sisters, and Congress-
men interested in their cases. Twen-ty-flv- o

releases were signed this
morning.

Military authorities say that be-

cause of tho release of Guardsmen
with dependents and the prospoct
that many other Guardsmen will bo
freed from service so that they may
return to college, the military situa-
tion In one respect soon will bo great-
ly changed. When the movement of
the National Guardsmen began, they
say, there wero many men without
equipment, whereas the future will
see much equipment without men.
